‘WILMINGTON - Town Manager, Michael Caira unveiled his fis- 
cal year 2009 (FY09) budget proposal to the Board of Selectmen 
on Monday evening. While neighboring communities are strug- 
gling with multi-million dollar deficits, Wilmington’s proposed 
budget of $75,717,894 is not only balanced, it represents a healthy 
6.3 percent increase over the F'Y08 budget. 

“The budget, as crafted, furthers the town’s financial strategy to 
curtail its reliance on free cash and non-recurring funding sources 
and sets forth a deliberate effort to build adequate financial 
reserves,” Caira told selectmen. 

Wilmington’s fiscal conservatism throughout the thriving econo- 
my of the mid-to-late 1990’s enabled the town to amass a healthy 
cash reserve, Unlike a vast majority of its neighbors who had not 
built up such a healthy “rainy day” fund, Wilmington was able to

John J. Fullerton

WILMINGTON - “Tet” marks 
the lunar new year in Vietnam. 
It also carries meaning in 
Wilmington, but for a very dif- 
ferent reason. 

Forty years ago, the National 
Front for the Liberation of 
South Vietnam, commonly 
known as the Viet Cong, 
launched an offensive effort 
against U.S. and allied forces in 
Vietnam. On January 31, 1968, 
the first day of that offense, 
Pfe. John J. Fullerton of 


Wilmington was killed at the 
U.S. Embassy in Saigon. He 
was the second man from 
Wilmington to die in the 
Vietnam War. 

Fullerton, known as Jackie to 
friends and family, had been 
assigned to duty at the embassy 
after being wounded three 
times while on patrol in the jun- 
gles of Vietnam. 

Two weeks before he died, 
Fullerton wrote home telling 
his family of his assignment at

With this grant, WERC plans 
to meet regularly with EPA and 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(MassDEP) representatives to 
discuss work progress to help 
keep local residents informed 
during the site investigation 
and cleanup. 

“The Wilmington 
Environmental __ Restoration 
Committee (WERC) is pleased 
to hear we have been approved 
to receive the US EPA's 
Technical Assistance Grant,” 
said Martha Stevenson, 
President, WERC. “Having the 
ability to hire a technical assis- 


tant will assist us and the com- 
munity in the assessment and 
evaluation of the technical 
information regarding contami- 
nation associated with the Olin 
Chemical site and its effect on 
the Maple Meadow Brook 
Aquifer. We are eager to work 
in cooperation with the govern- 
mental agencies, potentially 
responsible parties, and the 
general public to further the 
residents' understanding of the 
remedial activities and the 
technical work products gener- 
ated under the auspices of the 
EPA at the Olin Chemical 
Superfund Site.” 

Chemical manufacturing 
began in 1953 at the Olin prop- 
erty, located at 51 Eames Street 
in Wilmington. The facility pro- 
duced specialized chemicals for 
the rubber and plastics indus- 
try including, blowing agents, 
stabilizers, antioxidants. Prior 
to 1970, chemicals were dis- 
charged into several ‘unlined 
central pits and ponds in the 
property. Contaminants found 
in the groundwater at the site 
include ammonia, chloride, 
sodium, sulfate, chromium, and 
N-nitrosodimethylamine 
(NDMA). These chemicals 
were also present in several of 
Wilmington’s municipal drink- 
ing water wells at Maple 
Meadow Brook. In 2003, these 
wells were taken out of service. 
With significant impacts to 
town drinking water supplies, 
the town of Wilmington 


retained the consulting firm of 
Geolnsight, Inc., who will con- 
tinue to oversee Superfund 
activities. 

“The Town of Wilmington has 
invested a tremendous amount 
of energy and resources in an 
effort to ensure a safe and plen- 
tiful drinking water supply for 
its residents,” said Wilmington 
‘Town Manager Michael Caira. 
“We welcome the involvement 
of the Wilmington 
Environmental __ Restoration 
Committee and we look forward 
to working productively with all 
of the parties involved in the 
clean-up and remediation activ- 
ities associated with the Olin 
site.” 

The Olin Chemical property 
was added to EPA’s Superfund 
National Priorities List in April 
2006. In June of 2007, EPA 
reached a settlement agree- 
ment with a group of 
Potentially Responsible Parties 
(PRPs). EPA believes these 
parties among others, are 
responsible for investigating 
and evaluating cleanup options 
with EPA oversight, under the 
Comprehensive Environmental 
Response, Compensation and 
Liability Act (CERCLA). This 
process will provide an 
overview of current site condi- 
tions, after which EPA can 
determine where gaps exist 
that will require additional 
studies and field work. 

The remedial investigation 
will also determine possible 


risks posed to human health 
and the environment by any 
contaminants present in the 
nearby groundwater, soils and 
air. Lastly, with EPA and 
MassDEP oversight, the set- 
tling parties will evaluate vari- 
ous methods for the cleanup of 
the contamination that poses 
unacceptable risk.

Change 
your handwriting to text and 
play with size, font, color, repe- 
tition - the possibilities are 
endless. And this is how stu- 
dents can perform a virtual dis- 
séction of a frog on their 
SMART Board system. An 
online lesson that is included 
with the purchase of the Board, 
the frog dissection program 
engages students by encourag- 
‘ing, active participation, which 
provides hands-on practice 
using the Board. 

“The kids get so excited about 
it,” said Dougherty. “It’s an 
interesting way of learning.” 

“Teachers will tell you that it 
changed their whole way of 
teaching,” said Benton. The 
teacher is no longer required to 
stand at the front of the room. 
During part of a demonstration 
of the capabilities of the Board, 
Ellis sat at his laptop off to one 
side of the Board - thereby 


allowing the entire room to see 
what is being presented. 
Students can then get up as 
called on and interact with the 
tas se tongs thet tant ire 
mouse or writing stylus on 


screen. 

Anything that is written on 
the Board can be saved in a file 
or printed out. Students can 
bring in thumb drives and take 
home files to continue to review 
or practice material and a stu- 
dent who is absent can catch 
up on the materials from 
missed lessons.

the embassy, assuring his moth- 
er he would be home on July 4. 

“I've got a wonderful job now. 
There is nothing to worry about. 
I've got an inside job now, and 
you'd never know that there was 
a-war going on outside!” he 
wrote. 

Fullerton had earned that job, 
and his commanding officer knew 
it’He had seen more than his 
share of action and had twice 
been awarded the Purple Heart. 
/His first injury was from a land 
mine, at the end of June, two days 
after he had landed in Vietnam. 
On July 28, after he had rejoined 
his, outfit, he was injured by a 
grenade, The grenade caused 
injuries to-one ear, his right arm 
and chest; and put him in the hos- 
pital for 13 days. On the 13th of 
November, Fullerton was wound- 
ed’on the right leg and buttocks - 
a’ 13-inch wound that took 18 
stitches to close. 

80, his commanding officer, 
believing that he deserved a 
break, assigned him to the rela- 
tively safe duty of guarding the 


embassy. 

The U.S. Embassy was a brand- 
new six-story building in a four- 
acre walled complex. It had been 
completed in September 1967. It 
seemed quite secure. 

Then, at 3:00 a.m. on January 
31, 19 Viet Cong made their way 
into the embassy grounds after 
blowing a hole in the eight-foot 
wall. After six hours of intense 
action, 17 of the invaders were 
dead, and two captured. 

The last picture of Fullerton 
was taken in the midst of that 
fight. It appeared only ‘a few 
hours later on the pages of the 
Boston Globe, showing him as an 
unidentified military policeman, 
taking a wounded civilian to an 
ambulance. The same picture 
was later published in Life maga- 
zine. 

Fullerton was killed when an 
anti-tank missile struck the tower 
that he was defending. He was 
one of five GI's killed that day in 
the embassy. 

He had been scheduled for a 
ten-day rest and recreation leave,

Health insurance costs, which 
are considered “budget busters” 
in most communities throughout 
the Commonwealth, is increasing 
in Wilmington by just 5.3 percent 
in FY09, 

“Escalating medical costs have 
been countered by the significant 
migration of employees to less 
costly insurance plans,” Caira 
explained, 

Public safety _ operations 
includes a 5.6 percent increase in 
FY09, which includes the hiring 
of an additional fire fighter. 

“The town has been methodical- 
ly increasing its complement of 
fire fighters to better meet its 
public safety mission and to pre- 
pare for the eventual need to 
properly staff a fire sub-station,” 
Caira said. 

Capital funding for public safety 
includes the purchase of a pick- 
up truck for the Fire Department, 
and the purchase of a new radio 
system and five frontline police 
cruisers for the Police 
Department. 

The Department of Public 
Works budget will experience a 
bump of 5 percent over the previ- 
ous year. The majority of tKat 
extra 5 percent will accommodate 
the rising costs of electricity to 
the town’s streetlights, an 
increase in the contracted cost of 
refuge collection, and an increase 
in the cost of fuel for the town's 
fleet. The FY09 budget also 
funds the purchase of a GPS fleet 
tracking system.

$1,500 to $2,500 depending upon 
the accessories.

Fullerton worked for Sweetheart 
Plastics and in the cafeteria of 
the Glen Road School. His broth- 
ers and sisters were Walter, Paul, 
Maureen, David, Robert, Gail 
and Patrick. 

Jackie enlisted in the U.S. Army

Using Chapter 90 state con- 
struction funds, the Department 
of Public Works plans to recon- 
struct and resurface more than 
18,000 linear feet of roadway 
throughout the town.

The Public Buildings will expe- 
rience a hefty 1 percent 
increase, most of which will go 
toward the dramatic increases in 
energy related costs. 

“The cost to heat town facilities 
will likely rise to more than a mil- 
lion dollars in fiscal year 2009, 
$284,600 more than originally bud- 
geted for the current fiscal year,” 
Caira said. 

Caira pointed out that the pro- 
grams offered by the Recreation 
Department, Public Library, 
Veterans Affairs Office, Elderly 
Services Department, and the 
Historical Commission are emu- 
lated by other communities. 

“I am often asked how a com- 
munity of our size can operate a 
bookstore, provide a constant 
array of recreation, social, cul- 
tural and educational opportuni- 
ties and meet the needs of the 
most vulnerable in our popula- 
tion,” Caira said. “The answer is 


simple. The dedication, work 
ethic and creativity of staff and 
the incredible support of patrons, 
participants, volunteer and com- 
munity organizations account for 
the success of these critical 
departments,” 

‘The increase of $1.6 million in 
the operating budget for the 
school system in 2001 was, 
according to Caira, considered 
unprecedented. For FY09, how- 
ever, Caira recommends for the 
schools a budget increase of more 
than §2 million over the FY08 
budget. 

“The adoption of this budget 
recommendation will maintain 
advantageous class sizes, contin- 
ue the full-day kindergarten pro- 
gram and support improved cur- 
riculum at every level,” Cair: 
said. 


‘The budget will be reviewed and 
scrutinized, department-by- 
department, during the upcoming 
Finance Committee meetings, 
which begin next week. 

The Board of Selectmen was 
universal, and was joined by 
School Committee Chair Peggy 
Kane, in heaping praise on Caira 
for his ability to keep the town in 
such a strong fiscal position dur- 
ing a difficult financial environ- 
ment. 

When asked how important the 
town’s longstanding conservative 
approach to budgeting has been, 
Caira simply replied, “When the 
rain started pouring, we were 
able to purchase umbrellas.”

Back on May 9th, 1994, Cape 
Ann League Athletic Directdrs 
unanimously voted the 
Wilmington into its league, but 
it didn't become official until 
September of 1995.

Shawn was back at school and 
was back out on the track as he 
became a Division 3 state cham- 
pion as a member of the Wildcat 
boys track-and-field team this 
past spring while throwing the 
javelin. 

“Lhave a lot of respect, a lot of 
respect for the entire Fahey fam- 
ily,” said McCune. “What they 
have developed over the years, 
just being such a tight family is 
something I truly respect. I think 
it says a lot about a family like 
that. I coached Shawn and now I 
have Zack and the two of them 
are really, really nice kids. All 
three kids get greatysupport from 
their parents and I know their 
mother and father are very 
proud of all three of their chil- 
dren.” 

And McCune for one was very 
proud of Zack, especially after 
he poured in 32 points in Friday 
night's win. 

“The best game I've seen him 
play this year was Friday night,” 
said McCune.

possibility of changing the 
make-up of our league to try to 
help some of our smaller 
schools,” said Reading High 
AD Phil Vaccaro. “As of now, 
there has been no decision to 
increase schools. And I can 
assure you that no school 
names have been mentioned, 
nor has any school inquired 
about coming into our league.” 

Now where did all of these 
rumors come from? 

Just recently the Cape Ann 
League athletic directors decid- 
ed that in football, the teams 
from the small school division 
no longer are forced to play 
three cross-over games with 
the large school teams. Thus, 
this move really affects both 
Wilmington and Masconomet 
the most. 

This upcoming 2008 season, 
Wilmington will not be playing

“I am definitely against what 
has taken place (with the Cape 
Ann League football schedul- 
ing),” said Harrison. “I'm 
beyond frustrated.. Football 
scheduling is different than.any 
other sport. It’s not like you 
can go out and pick up an oppo- 
nent and plug them in any 
night or weekend game. If your 
open dates are in the middle or 
the end of the season, you're 
out of luck, unless you want to 
face Division 1 schools. 

“The Cape Ann League has 
changed schedules in other 
sports to accommodate every- 
one like basketball, soccer and 
baseball.

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limited discussions. To shut-off 
talks with anybody would be a 
disservice to the kids and our 
program.” 

The MVC would like to have 
its football divisions broken up 
to large and small to gain 
another Super Bowl berth, but 
if that happens, teams like 
Chelmsford, Lowell and Central 
Catholic would have to play 
Everett and other Division 1 
powers, instead of Acton- 
Boxboro or Westford Academy. 
And naturally those MVC 
teams want nothing to do with 
facing Everett. 

But with Lawrence coming 
back to the MVC in football for 
the 2009 season, it would elimi- 
nate a non-league game for the 
Redmen (and every other 
team), most likely Tyngsboro 
or Wakefield and not the annu- 
al Thanksgiving game with 
Wilmington. That would give 
‘Tewksbury a nine game league 
schedule facing Chelmsford, 
Lowell, Central Catholic, 
Andover, Methuen, Haverhill, 
Billerica, Dracut and 
Lawrence. The addition of 
Lawrence puts strain on 
Thanksgiving Day match-ups 
for several reasons including 
importance of league games. 

“We have a special relation- 
ship with Wilmington, even 
though it has been strained a 
little because we play in differ- 
ent leagues,” said Hickey. 

And Hickey added there are 
no immediate plans of intense 
talks about leaving the MVC. 

“There are no official plans to 
make any moves at this time,” 
said Hickey. “There are rumors 
out there, but there is nothing 
official. We've had limited dis- 
cussions.” 

He added there are many rea- 
sons why the MVC is regarded 
as the top league in the entire 
state. 

“The MVC Athletic Directors 
are a class group of people,” 
said Hickey, “We support each 
other completely. That being 
said, we are always looking for 
the best fit. We’ve had a great 
relationship for many years 
with our MVC colleagues, and 
we would like to maintain our 
strong relationship with 
Wilmington and our relation- 
ship with the MVC.”

Keeping time 


in the family

As fans it is easy to forget 
that the officials on the field 
and in the scoring booths are 
not aliens from another plan- 
et but in this case they can 
also be next door neighbors: 
such as North Reading’s 
Brian O'Donnell and _ his 
father Robert of Norwood. 
The two are the official; 
National Football League 
(NFL) play clock operators 
(father) and alternate (son) 
for the New England 
Patriots. 

As son Brian explained, “A 
good part of the job is you get 
to meet people you have not 
seen for years and realize 
they are regular people with 
regular jobs and just officials 
on Sunday.” 

In the case of the Patriots, 
the NFL has not only placed 
regular people on the job, it 
also seems like they have 
made it a family affair. Brian 
noted that the official score- 
board’ operator and game 
clock operator are a husband 
and wife team from Lowell - 
George and Terri McGuane. 

Brian is the new person in 
the crew. He has been on the 
job a mere four years, where- 
as his father has been with 
the NFL in the senior posi- 
tion for 11 years and has an 
additional 30 years of on field 
experience in the former 
East Coast Athletic 
Conference ECAC, now the 
Big East,'and the Ivy League 
for college as well as some 
high school on field experi- 
ence. 


As Robert recalled, “A 


friend of mine, I had worked 
college games with was the 
game clock operator and 


needed an alternate. I went 
with him for a year.” 

As history records it the 
friend moved on and Robert 
became the senior game clock 
keeper. About four years ago, 
the alternate position opened 
up and Brian was able to qual- 
ify for the job. 

Qualifying meant that 
Brian had to be vetted pretty 
thoroughly by NFL officials 
on his knowledge of the rules. 
He also had to undergo a 
background check. 

Most of all he had to make 
a big decision as to what it 
meant to take the job. For 10 
weeks out of every year he 
needs to spend a 12 hour day 
away from. wife Julie and his 
three children - Bobby, 9, 
Maggie, 8 and the newest 
O'Donnell, Jack 16 months, 

Julie and Brian run their 
own international electronics 
and computer vending firm, 
Chips Partners in North 
Reading. So they are together 
a good part of the work day, 
as well as in their home life. 

“For 10 weeks a year, I get 
to spend a day with Dad,” 
Brian said. 

According to both men, 
this has been the best part of 
the experience. Game day 
starts with Brian driving 
down to Norwood and picking 
up his father and the two of 
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them go off to Gillette 
Stadium to start preparations 
for the game. 

During the drive, they both 
review the rules and also get 
a chance to catch up with 
each other on the latest news. 

Robert said, “My wife and 
I get to see the grandkids 
once a week and Brian and | 
get to talk. We are best 
friends.” 

The latter sentiment was 
echoed by Brian. 

Work at the stadium starts 
about two hours before game 
time, back judge comes 
up the scoring booth and

checks out the equipment, 
which has already been 
checked out by the operators. 
. Following this procedure, 
the entourage treks down to 
the officials room and they go 
over the rules and how the on- 
field officials will be inter- 
preting them. 

Then it is game time. Once 
the game begins, things 
become very quiet in the 
scorers booth, as all of the 
officials focus on their job. 

In the case of Brian and 
his father, they have to watch 
the back judge and the refer- 
ee, These are the two on-field 
officials that control how 
much time is on a play clock. 

Brian explained there is 
either 25 or 40 seconds on 
each play sequence, depend- 
ing on whether a foul has

years ago the NFL even went 
so far as to rule that the regu- 
lar scoring and time keeping 
crews would not do the play- 
off games in their own cities. 
Thus, the Foxboro crew was 
sent one year to Giant's 
Stadium to officiate the Giants 
versus the Philadelphia 
Eagles game. 

Brian had to remain in 
Foxboro to chaperone the out 
of town crew that came in to 
officiate the Patriots game. 
This meant showing them the 
equipment, how to get around 
the stadium and even how to 
get to the stadium from the 
hotels they were staying in.

GRADE: *** 


Sylvester Stallone and his 
two most popular characters, 
John Rambo and Rocky 
Balboa, may have become a 
joke to moviegoers in recent 
years (“He’s making another 
one of those movies?”), but 
give Stallone credit - if you 
are a fan of those storylines, 
the most recent additions 
meet, if not exceed, your 
expectations. 

It's been 20 years since 
Rambo's last movie. Like his 
Rocky character, Rambo suf- 
fered from his success. The 
first film, 1982's First Blood, 
was an earnest and surpris- 
ingly sensitive exploration of. 
a Vietnam vet's struggles to 
find peace after returning 
home from the war (he does- 
n't). And for two more 
sequels, he's a one-man 
army, galloping through fire- 
balls, killing countless bad 
guys. Since he's a Cold-War 
warrior, those bad guys are 
mostly Soviets. By the end of 
the third movie, he's in 
Afghanistan, fighting along- 
side the Afghan rebels - who 
knows, he and Osama bin 
Laden may have even shared 
a cave. 

The world's gotten a lot 
more gray (as has Stallone) 
since Rambo's black-and- 
white heyday. But all the 
online speculation _ that 
Rambo might be coming 
back to kick some al-Qaeda 
butt was wrong. Twenty 


longest-running civil war", 
which has lasted 60 years. 
Stallone is setting up the vil- 
lains as some of the worst 
creatures to walk the erth, so 
that audience members may 
welcome the visual payback 
that is about to come. 

Make no mistake: Rambo 
is an ultraviolent, hyper-real- 
istic movie. That may not 
seem like a news flash: 
Rambo movies are notorious 
for the massive slaughter 
they depict. But those previ- 
ous films seem like PG-rated 
Saturday matinee fare com- 
pared to what you see here. 
Think of Saving Private 
Ryan, only with women and 
children. Stallone uses that 
same jittery, grimy handheld 
style. But where Steven 
Spielberg focused more on 
the chaos of battle, Sly 
emphasizes the carnage. In 
the several significant fire- 
fights that occur during the 
movie, you witness, up close 
and in detail, just about every 
form of devastation visited 
upon the human body. Limbs 
fly, skin is seared, guts are 
splayed. The most frequent 
visual effect is parts or all of 
someone turning into what 
looks like bloody cake frost- 
ing. 

Women are raped, children 
are butchered. It's stunning- 
ly, unrelentingly violent, and 
the only rationale seems to be 
rooted in those opening 
archival images, as if to say: 
When you hear or read about 
genocide, this is what it 
means. 

Rambo is pulled into the 
melee when, against his bet- 
ter judgment, a beautiful 
blonde, Sarah (Julie Benz), 
persuades him to transport 
her troupe of missionaries up 
the river and into Burma, 
where they will deliver food 
and medicine to needy vil- 
lagers. "You're not going to 
change anything," he tells 
her. "Trying to save a life 
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isn't wasting your life," she 
retorts. He gazes thoughtfully 
into her soul and relents. 
These naive do-gooders 
are, of course, instantly swept 
up by the evil army, led by 
the sadistic commander who 
calmly smokes while watch- 
ing his men make a sport out 
of slaughter. When the mis- 


sionaries' church hires a 
band of mercenaries to 
attempt a rescue, Rambo 
agrees to take them up’ the 
river.

“CLOVERFIELD” 
GRADE: **** 


The first great film of 2008 
has arrived, and it survived 
it’s own tidal wave of hype. 

If you've seen the trailer 
for Cloverfield, with its shaky, 
handheld camera work and 
cast of unknowns, it’s obvious 
to make the connection to a 
hoor film from a few years 
ago - I did too. But don’t 
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explaining that the agency 
hopes to purchase 780 to 800 
mattresses and box-springs 
for those who would other- 
wise have to sleep on the floor 
of a new apartment.

Long-range focus 
in Lynnfield 


“Each spring, the School 
Committee picks several 
focus areas for the following 
school year,” notes 
Lynnfield’s “Summer Street 
School Newsletter.” 

“Focus areas always tie 
back to the district Mission 
Statement and long range 
plan. They are issues that we 
choose to highlight for vari- 
ous reasons. The reasons 
might. be due to reasons 
within the district. such as 


data analysis which high- 
lights an area that needs 
attention. This year, the 
School Committee has voted 
on four focus areas: the ele- 
mentary and middle school 
match curriculum, high 
school guidance services, 
drug and alcohol education, 
and district leadership and 
succession planning. 

“The elementary and mid- 
dle school math curriculum 
was chosen as a focus area 
because MCAS scores at this 
level have been stagnant or- 


be reversed. The administra- 
tion and the School 
Committee will consider 
questions such as how well 
the match curriculum and 
assessments align to the 
state Curriculum 
Frameworks and how much 
time is spent on math on a 
daily basis. We also look at 
how the Everyday Math pro- 
gram is supplemented and 
whether or not there are par- 
ticular math skills that are 
not being adequately mas- 
tered by students. 

“An increase in the num- 
ber of students, nationwide, 
applying to college is making 
the college admissions 
process more and more com- 
petitive. The High School 
Guidance Department will 
make a presentation about 
how it is to these 
changes and how it is helping 
students get accepted at the 
college of their choice. We 
will also hear about what the 
Guidance Department and 
the High School are doing to 
keep students, from Lynnfield 
High School competitive in 
the college admissions 


process. 

“Part of providing a safe 
learning environment for our 
students is keeping our 
schools drug, smoke and 
alcohol-free, Hopefully, stu- 
dents make good choices out- 
side of school as well. 
Keeping students safe in 
school and in the community 
involves education, enforce- 


- ent and community con- 


Committee will focus on 
ensuring that all our schools 
are free of drugs, smoking 
and alcohol. We will look for 
ways to collaborate with law 
enforcement and community 
organizations on education 
and enforcement. 

“In planning for the 
future, the School Committee 
will be examining the leader- 
ship structure of the dis- 
trict...”
